The second annual summer tour of 
the Adams County Fruit Growers' 
Association 
through county 
peach 
and apple orchards will take place, 
Monday afternoon. July 31, under thc 
joint auspices of the Adams County 
Farm Bureau and the State research 
laboratory at Arendtsville. 
The trip 
will be made by automobile. 
Fifty fruit growers in this county 
participated in the first systematic 
tour conducted under the joint au­ 
spices of the Farm Bureau and the 
Arendtsville Research Laboratory last 
year. 
The tour 
at that time 
was 
voted a success by all those joining 
and many more fruit growers 
are 
expected to attend the second annual 
inspection this month. 
The tour is open to all growers, 
regardless of the size of their or­ 
chards. 
Both peach and apple grow'- 
ers have been invited to attend as 
well as potato growers. 
The 
Farm 
Bureau announced today that in ad­ 
dition to. visiting 
experimental and 
demonstration orchards of peach and 
apple growers, a number of demon­ 
stration fields of potatoes would also 
be listed on the itinerary. 
Fruit 
growers 
in the 
adjacent 
counties of 
Franklin, Cumberland, 
Dauphin and York have also 
been 
invited to take. part in the annual in­ 
spection of Adams 
county’s peach 
and apple orchards. 
A number 
of 
growers from adjacent counties join­ 
ed the tour last year and still more 
are expected to accept the invitations 
extended them this year. 
The tour 
of inspection 
will end 
with a meeting, to be held at the Ar­ 
endtsville auditorium, Monday even­ 
ing. 
The Arendtsville meeting will be 
addressed by several fruit specialists 
of State College, 
who will discuss 
various phases of apple and peach 
raising and marketing. In addition, 
at least one railroad representative 
will he present to explain shipping 
conditions in connection with the lo­ 
cal crop. 
Problems of refrigeration 
and ventilation will also he discussed 
by the railroad’s representative. 
P. R. Taylor, of the Bureau of

Mr. Taylor will discuss the 
proper grading and packing of ap­ 
ples'to obtain highest market figures.

endtsville Research Laboratory and 
the

Onc of these is Patrick ll. Kelley, 
of Lansing, congressman from the 
Sixth congressional district. 
The other is Major John G. Emery, 
of Grand Rapids, former national com­ 
mander of the American Legion.

promise to be sharply drawn, with the 
seating of Senator Truman H. New­ 
berry, junior senator from Michigan, 
as one of the chief battle cries of Sen­ 
ator Townsend’s opposition, especially 
in the camp of Congressman Kelley. 
The senior Michigan 
senator upheld 
his rival in the senate when he was 
under fire following charges of unlaw­ 
ful campaign expenditures. 
Senator Townsend 
is seeking 
re­ 
nomination on his record at Washing­ 
ton. 
His supporters hail him as the 
J father of the Lakes-to-Ocean water­ 
way idea and point out that he has 
worked long and earnestly in behalf of 
this project. 
Among his friends are 
many of long time republicans of this 
state, which has been strongly Repub­ 
lican . 


Friends of Congressman Kelly 
are 
campaigning with the assertion he is 
of thc “progressive” type of Republi­ 
cans. 
Mr. Emery hopes for the solid 
support of former service men.

FOUNDER OF COLLEGE DIES 


Work has been started by St. Matt­ 
hews Lutheran Church, Hanover, on 
the erection of a large new edifice, 
which will be built on ground adjoin­ 
ing the present church building, a* an 
approximate cost of $157,000 for the 
building 
and $14,000 
additional for 
furnishings. The new church auditor­ 
ium is to provide 
a seating capacity 
for 1,000 persons. 
Later, it is plan­ 
ned, to erect a Sunday School annex, 
on the site of the present church build­ 
ing. 
The church will 
be built of Mount 
Airy granite, light grey in color, the

I new building will be sixty five feet in 
I width and one hundred 
and twenty 
{eight feet in depth. 
The Sunday 
School annex, 
which 
[will eventually 
replace the 
present 
church edifice, will accommodate 1,500 
persons, the main floor having a seat­ 
ing capacity of one thousand, while 
the 
galleries will seat 
five hundred 
more. 
These galleries will have se- 
jparate rooms for beginners, primary, 
I Junior and intermediate departments. 
It will be possible to throw the main 
(floor and galleries into one vast audi­ 
torium with the church, thus making a 
single room, with a seating capacity 
for 2,500 persons. 
St. Matthew’s Lutheran congrega­ 
tion has had one hundred and ninety 
years of existence, and is said to be 
one of the oldest, west of the Susque­ 
hanna River. 
The Rev. R. H. Berg- 
stresser, a graduate of College in the 
class of 1903, is the pastor of this con­ 
gregation. 
The new church 
will be the 
fifth 
built since the 
organization of 
the 
congregation. 
The first church 
was 
erected in Adams county, being locat­ 
ed in 
the Conewago Valley, several 
miles from Hanover, and is said to 
have been the mother church of many 
{of the congregations which have since 
'been organized in this county, as well 
las in York county.

The appeal, which was issued by the 
unanimous vote of the executive coun­ 
cil and over the signatures of all the 
members of the council, including that 
of Samuel Gompers, Federation presi­ 
dent, has been forwarded to every la­ 
bor organization in the United States; 
to every labor publication and to all 
organizers of the Federation, it was 
announced at Federation headquarters. 
Organized labor is asked especially 
in the appeal to refrain from doing 
any work formerly done by the men 
now on strike while the workers on 
strike are urged to conduct themselves 
in a peaceful and law abiding manner.

It is not expect­ 
ed that any portion of the bodies re­ 
posing there will be found, as by this 
time, they have probably crumbled to 
dust. 
No bodies have been buried in 
the old cemetery for over forty years 
and many of the stones removed, bear 
dates far before that time.

5,926, 
of 
which 1,046 were in June. 
Most of 
the arrests were for violation of au­ 
tomobile laws, thefts coming next. 
Forty-five arrests for murder 
were 
made in the first half year, 101 for 
violating game law’s, and fifty-five 
for breaking fish laws. For violation 
of liquor laws 567 arrests were made, 
cif which seventy-seven were in June. 
The troops patrolled 368,571 miles in 
the six moths, 167,23 being in June. 
The men worked mounted, dismount­ 
ed, by rail, troop automobile, High- ; 
way Department automobile, motor­

and wagons, some borrowed, 
some hired and some by request.
